a message was received from the Preaid«n* of 
the United States, communicating all the docu- 
ments and papers in relation to the negotiation 
of Texas, and urging the House to take imme- 
diate measures for carrying the annexation into 
treaty by legislation. 


The President expressed a determination to 


pursue this subject to its issue. It is evident 
that he will not relinquish it on account of any 
opposition. We shall therefore see some sights

affairs and printed. 


Mr Adams offered two resolutions; first, that 


the power_to declare war is vested exclusively
